WASHINGTON—The final re- 


port of the Fair Employment 
Practices Committee, just issued 
by the White House, reports 
“marked” post-war increase in 
employment _§ discrimination 
against Jews. 

Covering the period up to June 
30, 1946, when the committee ex- 
pired, the report warns against 
eruption of tensions in future 
months, “just as they did in more 
than 20 American cities after the 
first World War.” 

The FEPC liberally uses ma-

NEW YORK—The Fourth Session of the American Jewish Con- 
ference will be held in Washington on the Labor Day week-end and 
delegates will at that time act on proposals for the establishment 
of a permanent over-all organization to succeed the Conference. 

This was the program approved by the Interim Committee of 
the Conference at an all-day session here Tuesday. The Committee 
voted provisional acceptance of a report of its Committee on Future 
Organization, which outlined the scope and purpose of the new 
organization, and the principles of its structure and operation. 


Debate Report For Seven Hours 

The report, submitted by Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath, chairman, 
was debated for more than seven hours. Most of the proposals were 
accepted, but a number of minor provisions having to do with pro- 
cedure and not with principle, were sent back to the committee for 
further study, with instructions to submit the report to the Interim 
Committee in final form within 30 days. At that time, it is planned 
to make the proposals public. 

The Committee on Future Organization was authorized to begin 
negotiations with national organizations looking to their adherence 
to the new organization, on the basis of the preliminary report. 

The decision to hold the Fourth Session of the Conference in 
September was based on the fact that it is believed that the Com- 


mittee will have concluded its negotiations with the national naaion. 2 


and representative community organizations by thet® time 


over, the Fourth Session will be timed for the meeting of the Gen- 


eral Assembly of the United Nations which may have the Palestine 
question before it. 


Referendum of Delegates Necessary 


A referendum of the delegates of the Conference to approve the 
Labor Day session will be necessary in view of the decision of the 
last session in Cleveland in 1946 to hold the Fourth Session this 
spring. 

Dr. Eisendrath’s committee held seven meetings before reaching 
agreement on the new plan. The committee, which includes leaders 
of national organizations and communities, will meet again on 
April 1.

Generations To Wipe Out Bitter German Anti-Semitism 
Says U. S. Report Showing 60 Per Cent Deeply Hate Jews

BERLIN—Over sixty per cent of the Ger- 
man people are still deeply anti-Semitic and 
only two per cent of the population in Ger- 
many is opposed to race hatred, according to 
an official report of the American Military 
Government based on a survey made in the 


U. S. zone. 


Approximately 18 per cent of the Germans 
are so rabidly anti-Semitic that they wuold 
still restrict public eating places to Aryans 
and bar marriage of Germans to non-Aryans. 
About 20 per cent, the report stated, said they 
would have no objection to actions against Jews, 


The survey discloses the existence of anti- 
Semitism in every segment and phase of Ger- 


man life today and warns that it would take 
a long-term positive program to combat and 
wipe out anti-Semitism. It specifically held 
that “possibly some reduction in anti-Semitism 
can be achieved within a generation if_there is 
a positive program of organized and directed 
effort, but complete elimination is a very long- 
range problem, likely to take generations.” 
Disclosing that anti-Semitism is more preva- 
lent among German women and more evident 
among German Protestants, the report stressed 
that there was a greater tendency toward anti- 
Semitism among Catholics and Protestants who 
attended church regularly than among those 
who admitted either indifference to the Church 
or laxity in participation in Church functions. -

Free Speech and Secnnanuey In Zionism 

YEVERAL kn cca last week took exception to recent strictures 

in this column against Dr. Chaim Weizmann. This much must 
be made clear. No one has any personal animus against Dr. Weiz- 
mann, nor holds him in less esteem for the position which he has 
won in the hearts of the Jewish people. His place in Jewish his- 
tory is secure. 

. However, it must be pointed out, if ever there was a “Fuehrer 
cult” (the phrase was used by a correspondent last week) it has 
been that developed by the followers of Dr. Weizmann. Indeed, 
Dr. Weizmann’s political career represents a’ most remarkable 
phenomenon in all the modern history of democratic peoples. For 
an almost unbroken stretch he had retained the world leadership 
of the Zionist movement for about thirty years, If we think of the 
movement as an embryonic form of the Jewish government-to-be, 
he holds the world record in modern times for tenure of public office. 

Had this period been one of continued victories and political 
successes for the movement, we might well find justification for 
this perpuation. As a matter of fact, and it can not be so easily 
denied, these thirty years since the Balfour Declaration have been 
marked by a successive and unbroken series of political defeats. 
It should hardly be necessary to record for the reader the first 
severance of Transjordan from Palestine, the Passfield White 
Paper, the Peel Royal Commission of 1937, the White Paper of 
1939—all constituting specific defeats for Zionist policy. Whether 
these events, and the more recent and even more unhappy rulings, 
were due to the direct failure of Dr. Weizmann and his adminis- 
tration is not the important point: The fact remains that he was 
unable to halt the spiralling downward trend in Zionist fortunes. 
What other government, what other people would have retained 
in office for thirty years a party or a group which showed such 
a record? 

* o + 

YET THERE HAS GROWN UP in the movement an unhealthy 
State of affairs whereby one is not supposed to criticize. Dr. Weiz- 
mann has suddenly become “holy” and those who dare find fault 
with him are attacked in the press and abused privately, as I have 
been, by those who talk of democracy and free speech only when 
it applies to them. 

I refuse to be a party to the perpetuation of the “Weizmann 
myth.” He may be a gentle, lovable, personable soul, but as a 
Zionist political leader he has failed. More than that, he is person- 
ally conscious of his failure. Who can forget the dispirited report 
which he made before the Z.0.A. convention in 1945 when he con- 
fessed to American Zionists that all he had stood for—close co- 
operation with Britain—had apparently failed—that he was de- 
pressed and ill at heart—and that due to his advanced age he had 
reached the stage where he could no longer change his faith or 
his policies. It is no reflection upon a man’s integrity and sincerity 
to discuss his failure in public office, and the reasons for such 
failure. It is his responsibility, however, if the men with whom 
he surrounds himself utilize questionable tactics in their political 
maneuvering. 

<a « * 

ONE CAN NOT FORGET, TOO, that Weizmann himself was 
not always tolerant of other Zionist leadership. He stood in the 
forefront of the Russian students who embittered Herzl’s last days; 
he was the opponent of Brandeis in that unfortunate controversy; 
he wounded and drove forth Jabotinsky, with the result that the 
latter’s brilliant genius was misdirected and misused. 

These final words should be said. If the present emergent 
leadership of the World Zionist movement are to be worthy of the 
mantle, they must show themselves more generous and more demo- 
cratic than the previous administration. And they must truly lead. 
They will not be afforded the thirty years of grace ‘which were 
given Weizmann. The Zionist public is impatient, and if there are no 
tangible results and progress within an appreciable period of time, 
they, too, will be-turned out for a succeeding regime. And that 
will be democracy.

took at the Basle Congress, the following passage is rather unex- 
pected: 

“First ofall, the course Bevin had followed of itself made the 
revival of the partition proposal very difficult. The fact that Brit- 
ain did not firmly present this proposal as their own compromise 
suggestion gave the anti-partitionist Arabs, notably the Husseinis, 
whose position Bevin had considerably strengthened during the re- 
cess of the London Conference, a chance to turn it down. In fact, 
Bevin invited such a reaction by reporting partition to the Arabs 
as something he had heard advocated by Jews and the United States 
Government—a hint they were not slow to understand. After these 
sharp Arab statements, Bevin could argue in the Cabinet and the 
Party that England could not now, after the Arabs had gone on 
record against it, so iat 0 the UN. 6. 3”

THE ONLY oumenanaan I evita draw from this passage is 
that by proposing partition the Jewish Agency played into Bevin’s 
hands who then presented it as the maximum Jewish demand, too 
unreasonable to be granted. On the one hand, Bevin’s Arabs won’t 
allow a single additional Jew into Palestine. On the other hand, 
Bevin’s Jews want a Jewish state in a part of Palestine. So Bevin, 
the reasonable middleman, suggests a compromise—another 100,000 
Jews into Palestine on certain conditions, with a certain amount of 
autonomy to Jewish districts. Nice man, Bevin. 


Of course, Bevin staged the show to suit himself. He could | 


have picked Arabs who are willing to grant the Jews just what 
he proposed, and Jews who demand a Jewish state in all of Pales- 
tine, with Transjordan thrown in. Then, as an honest reasonable 
middleman and arbitrator, he could have proposed partition with 
a good chance that both sides would accept it.. But that is not the 
way he wanted it. So he picked the kind of Arabs he wanted for 
the performance, and we, in our stupidity, supplied him with the 
kind of Jews he needed. 

And Hayim Greenberg, the editor of the excellent magazine in 
which this excellent analysis appears—and possibly its author— 
helped Bevin at the Basle Congress. He did so by delivering an ora- 
tion comparing Silver’s position, who criticized this maneuver of 
playing into Bevin’s hands and who warned against its repetition, 
to an oriental merchant who asks four times the price he expects, 

Which is an additional proof of the pretty obvious fact that 
Hayim Greenberg is better as an editor and as a writer than as a 
political strategist. 

* * 

IT IS ALSO A FAIRLY OBVIOUS fact that Stephen S. Wise 
is a great man, a great Jew, but not a great thinker, at least not a 
consistent thinker, It is just as unreasonable to expect consistency 
of Stephen Wise as to condemn a great artist for not being a good 
bookkeeper. Nevertheless, for the sake of understanding history, 
the paradox of Wise’s position requires some comment. 

In 1920, at the first international Zionist Conference in Lon- 


don after the European War and the Balfour Declaration, (or maybe 
it was at the Cleveland ‘Convention of 1922?) Stephen Wise warned ‘ 


Britain against converting Palestine into a Crown Colony, for which 
he was severely rebuked by Weizmann. Weizmann remarked on 
the need to maintain mutual trust between Britain and the United 
States at that time, and reprimanded Wise for doubting England’s 
intentions. 

There was a stronger case for Weizmann’s position then than 
there is today. Balfour, Lloyd George and Milner were still alive. 
Smuts was still a staunch defender of Zionism. The evil intentions 
of British officials were still not as obvious as they have later be- 
come, at least the officials had not yet succeeded in winning over 
the heads of the government. And yet, Wise, in one of his moments 
of prophetic intuition, foresaw developments and warned against 
them. 

Today Wise has become the uncritical adherent of Weizmann’s 
discredited and outworn policies. Today Stephen Wise prophesies 
“peace with honor” between Britain and the Jewish people on the 
strength of a shaky assurance from an unreliable source that Brit- 
ain would increase the Palestine immigration quota.

IF STEPHEN WISE is entitled to fhe license and the indulgence 
allowed to a poet, Robert Szold is not. There is nothing wrong with 
his bookkeeping nor is there anything remarkable about his genius 
for capturing the hearts and minds of men. He has fought Weiz- 
mann and his policies much more consistently and much more bit- 
terly than Wise has. How has he suddenly become a staunch Weiz- 
mannite? He owes the public an explanation. I am sure, the pages 
of The Jewish Post are as open to him as to Simon Miller of Indiana 
Harbor, 

It would take me more space than is left me in this or in many 
other columns to argue it out with Simon Miller who lumps me 
and my words with a lot of people and a lot of utterances I am not 
responsible for. 

My general impression of Mr. Miller’s letter is that it is very 
sincere, very illogical and, if I know anything about the way a 
reader’s mind works, it is going to be very ineffective. For the sake 
cf his sincerity, I am more than willing to forgive him his unfair 
treatment of myself. But what right had he to insult Moshe Shertok 
by putting him into the same category as Nahum Goldmann? 

I have criticized the Labor Zionists for their unholy alliance with 
Nahum Goldmann, but I have never put them in the same category. 
It took an uncritical admirer of Labor Zionism like Simon Miller to 
mnaite this “mont aaeneet cut of all!”

m DETROIT—Refusal of the Kosher Butchers Association to 


meet with the Jewish Community Council to discuss charges of 
exorbitant meat prices was the newest development here in the 
probe of excessive prices of kosher meats. 

“David Krause, business representative 
turned down the Council bid,” Louis Fraiberg, 
of internal relations, said. 

He said retailers insist that as long as the kosher buyer de- 
mands top cuts, the kosher butcher must pay a premium price. 
This is due to two reascns, according to statements to Fraiberg. 
Prices on secondary cuts have dropped because of lack of demand 
and the retailer must either sell them at a loss or pay the whole- 
saler a premium price for premium cuts only. 

In addition, the Butchers Association contends, the housewife 
must expect to pay a premium for ritual slaughtering costs. 

Fraiberg said his committee has been told by the retail butchers 
that the housewife takes a look at the meat specials advertised by 
chain stores in the local daily papers on Thursdays and makes 
her complaints on the basis of the difference between those prices 
and what her kosher butcher charges.

It has been learned, however, that a substantial drop in busi- 
ness has been suffered by retailers because younger Jewish house- 
wives refuse to pay what they consider exorbitant prices and shop 
m non-kosher markets. ; 

Just what pressure the council could exert was a matter of 
debate, other than appeals to community responsibility and threats 
that offending dealers, wholesale and retail both, would be named 
publicly. 

Detroit Paper Blames Butchers 


The Detroit Jewish Chronicle asked editorially: “How long do 
you think a young couple is going to go on paying 70 cents for 
a pound of steak when it is on sale for 39 cents at Kroger’s or the 
A & P? All right, kosher meat costs more, we concede that, but 
do you have to be greedy and charge a 31-cent differential—and fail 
to label your meats, give the weights or trim the fat and bone on 
top of the high prices? 

“Don’t you realize, butchers, that fewer Jews are buying kosher 
meat every month as a result of this? That if this keeps up it 
will cost some of you your businesses sooner or later? Or do you 
feel that the time is coming anyway, so you might as well grab

As Failure by Rabbi Mendelsohn

AM sure all of us realize that we are failing as pastors. 


don’t see mto find the time 


We 
for giving personal attention to 


our congregants. And even if we had the necessary leisure we 
lack the technique for this type of service. Certainly our Christian 
colleagues are greater experts than we are in this direction. 


The fact is that we disregard 
the personal approach even in 
our preaching. We appeal to our 
people interminably only in be- 
half of the other fellow. We plead 
for local charitable and civic 
causes, for overseas relief, and 
for Palestine. The implication is 
that those who come to hear us 
have no problems of their own— 
but you and I know that this is 
incorrect. If our listeners are in 
any sense normal, their primary 
concern is their own affairs. A 
sound altruism must be rooted: in 
a healthy egotism. I am afraid 
that in the American synagogue 
we have evolved a pathological 
altruism. 

THE RESULT IS that many of 
our people hesitate to come to us 
even when they need us. Every 
rabbi is able to record his gen- 
uine helpfulness to those who call 
on him for counsel. Unfortunate- 
ly not enough are coming around. 
Let us then admit that when 
Jews take up Christian Science 
the fault is not entirely theirs. 
The synagogue is not prepared to 
render them effective personal 
service when they need it. 

Some argue that the personal 
message is entirely lacking in 
Judaism. As proof of this conten- 
tion they point to the fact that 
most of our prayers are written 
in the plural. However, this argu- 
ment is unfounded. The Ten Com- 
mandments are addressed to the 
individual and many of our inti- 
mate prayers are written in the 
first person. 

We have neglected the indi- 
vidual primarily because’ the 
American synagogue suffers from 
a crowd complex. The successful

er loyalty from our people we 
must convince them that Judaism 
has a message not only to the 
world but also to each of them 
individually. 

Let me make a few suggestions 
for improving our ministry a; 
pastors. . 

First, let us so organize ow 
schedule that we are able to 
spend more time with our congre. 
gants. Our people are frequently 
afraid to approach us because we 
give them the impression of be 
ing in a constant rush. We can 
have more time if we cease ae 
cepting invitations to address 
two-by-four organizations which 
all too frequently only harm the 
synagogue. 

Second, let us organize study 
groups for the purpose of stress. 
ing the personal element in Ju 
daism. To tell our people that the 
Patriarchs and King David 
prayed is insufficient. We must 
show just what prayer can do 
for them. Some years ago I dis. 
tributed copies of a daily prayer 
among my people and the result 
has been fairly satisfactory. 

THIRDLY, all rabbis should 
familiarize themselves with the 
conclusions of the psychoanalytic 
school. That there is a definite 
connection between Freudianism 
and Judaism I tried to show in a 
little booklet “Mental Healing in 
Judaism” which I _ published 
eleven years ago. Joshua Lieb 
man carries this idea much far. 
ther and the fact that his “Peace 
of Mind” continues to be a best 
seller proves again how hungry 
people are for the type of re 
ligion which utilizes the personal 
approach and the technique of 
the new psychiatry. 

Le me conclude by suggesting 
that the Chicago Rabbinical As 
sociation appoint a committee to 
make a careful study of the en 
tire subject of the rabbi as pas 
tor. By becoming more effective

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Search Goes On For Swedish Diplomat Credited With 
Saving Thousands of Jews Under President Roosevelt

ASHINGTON—The White House will 
vei intercede with the Soviet Union to 
ascertain the whereabouts of Raoul Wallen- 
berg, young Swedish diplomat, who rescued 
thousands of Jews from the Hungarian fascists 
and the Gestapo in wartime Budapest, it was 
learned this week. He was last seen in the 


Hungarian capital in January, 


Wallenberg, who was educated in the United 
States, went to Budapest from Stockholm in 
July, 1944, at the instance of Iver Olsen, then 
War Refugee Board representative in Sweden.

He carried Swedish diplomatic credentials, but 


actually his role was undercover agent for 
President Roosevelt in rescuing Jewish refu- 
gees from the Nazis and Hungarian Fascists, 
and his activities were financed by the War 


Refugee Board. He is officially credited with 
saving more than 20,000 Jews and with being 
indirectly responsible for rescuing at least 
100,000 more, through his courage and ingen- 


The question is whether Waflenberg was 
murdered by Hungarian fascists or taken into 
custody by the Russian NKVD, presumably on 
suspicion of espionage. However, Budapest has 
been permitted by the Soviet military authori- 
ties to hold a memorial service for him, and 
to name a street in his honor. 


His family is convinced that he is still living. 
His half-brother, Guy von Dardel, an engineer 
of Stockholm, has come to the United States 
to spearhead American efforts in his behalf. 





78 Terrible Terrorists 
Get One Month in Jail

Britain May End Agency 
Recognition Members 

JERUSALEM — Rumors are 
circulating here that the. British 
Government may be considering 
withdrawing legal recognition 
from the Agency. 

It has been learned that at a 
meeting between British officials 
and Zionist leaders in London 
last month, Colonial Secretary 
Arthur Creech-Jones asked David 
Ben Gurion why the members of 
the Agency had been elected by 
the World Zionist Congress rath- 
er than by the Jewish Agency 
Council (half Zionists, half non- 
Zionists) as provided by the 
Agency Constitution. 

The British Government has 
also sent a letter to the Agency 
requesting the same information. 





U. S., British Confer on Eretz 
LONDON—The American Em- 
bassy has confirmed that it was 
meeting with British representa- 
tives on the procedure for sub- 
mission of the Palestine issue to 
the United Nations. Earlier, the 
Foreign Office announced that the 
talks were in progress, but the 
U.S. State Department had de- 
nied any knowledge of them. 


There has been increasing ten- 
sion here as a result of friction 
between displaced persons in five 
nearby camps and Austrian civil- 
ians. The charges against the 
Jews resulted from an outbreak 
of violence last month in three 
separate incidents, two involving 
Austrians and Jews. The third, of 
which nothing has been said offi- 


cially, involved American mili- 
tary police. ‘ 
The Jews, all of whom are 


from Poland, fought in the Polish 
army during the war. A represen- 
tative of the World Jewish Con 
gress is enroute to Salzburg to 
protect their interests. 

There are conflicting stories of 
what happened. The first fight 
broke out when a young Jew and 
Rabbi Moses Weiss boarded a bus 
to the Riedenburg camp where 
2,000 DP’s reside. The Jews 
claim that the bus driver abused 
the young Jew and threw him off 
the vehicle. Later, 200 Jews 
stopped another bus near the 
camp and broke several windows. 
The five defendants are accused 
of having beaten Alfred Bruscha, 
an Austrian traffic inspector. 


After the second incident, 
American military police entered 
the camp bringing with them a 
number of Austrians to identify 
the Jews who participated in the 
bus riot. Another fight broke out, 
involving the Americans, the 
Jews and Austrian police. The de- 
tails of this clash are still un- 
clear. 





New York Rabbis Hit Britain

“MODERN WOMAN, THE LOST 
SEX.” Ferdinand Lundberg 
and Marynia F. Farnham. 
Harper and Brothers, 467 pages

HIS is an unusual and 
stimulating volume, by a 
sociologist and a_ physician 
specializing in psychiatry, chal- 
lenging some of the most cher- 
ished concepts of contemporary 
thought and behavior, but espec- 
ially the role of modern woman. 
The title, I am afraid, is a lit- 
tle misleading, and even un- 


fortunate. What is ignored is the 
fact that woman is the victim of 
a set of circumstances, and not 
villain. 


In the ultimate 
analysis the fe- 
male has about 
aS much _ con- 
scious control of 
her life as does 
' the male. To 
blame our mal- 
adjustments, our 
frustrations, our 
wholesale mis- 
eries upon wom- 
an, to make her 
the scapegoat, is not only er- 
ronious, but unjust. If woman is 
neurotic, frustrated and unhappy, 
it is because society and its mores 
have, in the final analysis, made 
her so. 

The thesis of the volume is that 
the chief sin of woman is a burn- 
ing desire to emulate the male, to 
become a man, which has resulted 
in the wholesale evasions of the 
functions nature impored upon 
the female. This tendency be- 
gan with the feminist move- 
ment, whose leader and _prota- 
gonist, Mary  Wallstonecraft, 
whom the authors psychoanal- 
yze and debunk thoroughly and 
amusingly as she undoubtedly 
deserved to be. Mary perpetu- 
ally rebelled against her status 
as a woman, sought through- 
out her life to be a man, to be- 
have like one, and consciously 
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suppressed female characteris- 
istics and functions. This ab- 
normality, the authors claim, is 
the dominant characteristic of 
the woman of our day, who re- 
fuses to bear children, to rear 
the young, to look after a home, 
etc. 

REJECTING THE role and 
destiny nature assigned’ to 
her, and instead jealous of the 
male and striving to emulate 
him, the female is in sharp con- 
flict with the fundamental] laws 
of nature in general and of her 
nature in particular. Perpeutual 
and sharp inward tension has 
transformed her into a neuro- 
tic personality, with the result 
that she is miserably unhappy, 
promiscuous in her sex life, 
changing mates as often as pos- 
sible, in the vain searth for ro- 
mance and love, a curse to her- 
self and a burden to her hus- 
band and children. 

If this analysis is true, where 
does responsibility lodge? The 
detailed answer the authors 
give, which is a brilliant docu- 
mentation of the profund spiri- 
tual and physical disorders of 
our rapidly decaying civiliza- 
tion, does not justify the thesis 
of the book. For, it is not the 
female alone who is frustrated 
and unhappy, but also the male. 
As the authors depict the lat- 
ter, he too is in perpetual and 
bitter conflict with his environ- 
ment, inwardly rebelling 
against it and despising it, yet 
utterly helpless. Under present 
economic arrangement, the 
male frequently suffers from an 
even greater frustration and 
neurosis than the female! 

Why is the male so fearfully 
unhappy! Because, he is no 
longer the center of the uni- 
verse; because Copernicus, 
Freud, Marx have robbed him 
of any sense of personal value 
or status. Faith in the universe 
as a vehicle for the realization 
of his lofty aims and ideals has 
evaporated. “Quite suddenly, the 
universe has become for him 
empty.” Unable to endure a 
spiritual vacuum, the male has 
discovered in competition — in- 
finitely extended by the miracu- 
lous industrial development in- 
itiated by the steam engine of 
James Watt—a substitute for his 
vanished spiritual home. The 
furious battle for wealth, power, 
prestige ends inevitably in fail- 
ure, and leads to ineradicable 
neurosis. 

THE VERY INSTRUMENT, 
the machine by means of which 
the male wields tremendous 
power, has “destroyed his ma- 
ternal earthly home.” The ma- 
chine has removed from the home 
those very functions which made 
it worthy of the name, has 
caused the woman to abandon 
all honorable prerogatives, and 
made her a creature without 
function or purpose. It has also 
done extreme violence to the 
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male, whom it has forcibly up- 
rooted from his accustomed work 
and labors, sent him into the fac- 
tory, tranformeed him into a 
“hand,” a “commodity,” to be 
sold to the highest bidder, with 
no regard for his personal needs 
or the needs of his dependents. 
To these abnormal conditions 
must be attributed the small fam- 
ilies, the dangergus decline in the 
birth rate, and the ensuing misery 
of woman, which no longer func- 
tions as nature intended her to. 
The “injured and outraged ego” 
of the female drives her to 
strive to become a male. But, fail- 
ing in this as she must, her mis- 
ery grows by leaps and bounds, 


which in turn affects her husband’ 


and ¢hildren, and which produces 
a society of hopeless neurotics. 

But what cure is there, what 
healing for our sick society, for 
our generation of wayward males 
and frustrated females? To re- 
instate the home of old with its 
traditional cooking, baking, wash- 
ing; for the woman to become 
again the wife and mother, bear- 
ing at least four children; for 
man to abandon his competitive- 
ness, and for society to help both 
men and women through wise 
and sane social and economic 
arrengements, to order their lives 
anew, along the paths the au- 
thors advocate. 


EVEN IF one earnestly em- 
braced this therapy, just how is 
such a utopian program to be ap- 
plied? Is not the home, in the 
sense in which the authors con- 
ceive it, gone forever, not because 
of female cussedness, but be- 
cause of the machine age, com- 
petition with all its cruelties is 
growing daily not less intense, but 
more. No matter how much the 
average New Yorker or Phila- 
delphian may dislike the apart- 
ment building, factory, the sub- 
way, the hustle and bustle of the 
city, he cannot help himself, and 
neither can the female. 

One of the great hopes held 
out to the sick soul is psycho- 
therapy, and the authors plead 
for more hospitals, more trained 
psychiatrists and larger subsidies 
from the government for this 
purpose. But, does not psycho- 
therapy merely diagnose, and 
only rarely cure? Strikingly 
does it expose the causes for the 
neurosis of modern man, but 
what way, if any, does it offer him 
out of his perplexities? 

Most objectionable and mis- 
chievous is the exclusive psycho- 
analytical approach to all human 
hope and striving. That “the so- 
cial ideologies of our times, like 
the religious ideologies of an- 
other time, are self-projections” 
will be bitterly denied by men of 
faith. It is a shameful injustice 
to the prophets and seers of the 
race to reduce their burning con- 
victions, their heroism and 
martyrdom to nothing more edi- 
fying than inner compulsions, 
psyhic and physical. 

A more devastating annihila- 
tion of human dignity and value, 
about which the authors are so 
genuinely concerned, it is im- 
possible to conceive. This is the 
final, the ultimate act in the re- 
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REORGANIZATION of the 
American branch of the 
Jewish Agency will take place 
soon after Dr. Abba Hillel Silver 
returns from Palestine . ..

They were willing 
to say the other guy 
was all right too, That 
is to say, the other guy 
may be a Mohammedan, 
a Buddhist, a Zoroas 
trian or a Taoist but he 
has something to contribute too. He is a 
foreigner and doesn’t speak English and has 
odd ways of living, but he calls the same God 
his Father, and that puts him in the family. 

So when on a recent Friday evening Chris- 
tians and Jews got together for religion in the 
Jewish temple in Des Moines, the rabbi and 
the Christian minister didn’t just recite their 
own favorite ritual words, each his own, They 
read from the Mohammedans, the Buddhists 
the Taoists and the Zoroastrians, too. It hap- 
pened in Temple B’nai Jeshurun where the 
Jews had as their guests the congregation of 
the Des Moines Plymouth Congregational 
church. It was brotherhood evening in mem- 
ory of Dr. Stoddard Lane who was the broth- 
erly minister of the church until his death 
several years ago.

RABBI MARTIN WEITZ and Dr. Fred Hos- 
kins, the Congregationalist minister, stood 
side by side in the Jewish pulpit and alternate- 
ly read formulas for brotherhood as given by 
the several great faiths.

THE JEWISH and Christian brethren, sit- 
ting together before God and having heard 
these voices, were aware that they had been 


listening to the authentic voice of brotherhood, 
differing only in the words. Then together 
they recited the Christian “Peace on earth, to 
men of good will” and the Jewish assertion 
“The world rests on these three things: Truth, 
Justice, Peace.” 

The united congregations already had read 
a litany of brotherhood prepared by the late 
yr. Lane. The chief reader of the litany said: 

“O God of all mankind, we thank Thee for 
the men of every age and of every treed who 
have sought to find Thee.” 

Then the congregation had said together: 
“We thank Thee for all men of faith.” ' 

The Reader: For the common truth that un- 
delies all high-minded religion, by whatever 
name it may be called. 

All together: We thank Thee for the broth- 
erhood of men. . 

The Reader; For the essential kingship of 
men, members of one human family, in spite 
of the differences in race and creed. 

All: Gather us in: We worship only Thee. 
In varied names we stretch a common hand; 
in diverse forms a common soul we see: in 
many ships we seek on spirit-land. Gather us 
in. 

So it went among the brethren in the Jewish 
Temple all that evening. The Jews kindled 
their Sabbath lights and made kiddush; the 
Rev. Dr. Hoskins gave the sermon; there was 
kaddish said; the decalog of brotherhood was 
read by one of ‘the Congregationalists; there 
were Hebrew hymns and the singing of 
“America.” 

The Congregationalists had more than words 
of brotherhood to give.

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What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 














ANY Centuries have elapsed between the Exodus from Egypt 
M and slavery, and the Exodus from Nazi devastated Europe 
to Palestine, the Land of Promise and Hope for the future of the 
Jews. During all these centuries the memory of that first great 
flight to freedom has been recalled each year in a retelling of the 
story at the Seder. 


The Seder is a home festival. Around it has clustered food 
customs. These customs have become tradition. To perpetuate this 
tradition, each Passover festival means special dishes for the whole 
week in addition to the Seder feast. You will want to prepare a 
number of those dishes this Passover, and here are the recipes you'll 
find helpful. These recipes have been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, so make the most of them this year, too. But 
first, the SEDER! 

Here’s what you'll need for the Seder: 

AFIKOMEN: Place three perfect matzos separately in the folds of 
a napkin or special matzo cover. These represent the Sabbath 
loaves over which the benediction is pronounced and bears. 
the special significance of symbolizing the “bread of afflic- 
tion,” «lavery. The child who manages to “steal the Afikomen” 
is awarded a prize. 

ROASTED LAMB BONE: A piece of lamb shank or a chicken leg 
bone should be browned on the open flame and placed on a 
plate to symbolize the pascal sacrifice of ancient days when 
each family brought its special offering. 

A ROASTED HARD COOKED EGG: Left in the shell and placed 
on the plate with the roasted bone. 

BITTER HERBS: Usually the top end of a horseradish root with 
some green sprouts, t6 symbolize the bitterness of Israel’s 
bondage in the land of Egypt. 

GRATED HORSERADISH: Called MORAR, in a small dish. Dur- 
ing the service some of the MORAR is placed between two 
pieces of Matzo and passed to each celebrant. This is referred 
to as the “Hillel Sandwich.” 

CHAROSES: (Recipe below), served on a small plate, is the morsel 
of sweetness to lighten the burden. 

HARD COOKED EGGS AND SALT WATER: Slice or dice hard 
cooked eggs and add salted water to the dish in which it is 
served. 

GREENS AND SALT WATER: Parsley, watercress, chicory, let- 
tuce or other available greens are the herbs that symbolize 
HOPE and redemption of LIFE. Place a small bowl of salt 
water near the plate of greens, also small bowls or saucers 
in which to serve each one. 


WINE: Place wine cups or goblets at each place at table. These 
wine cups or goblets are filled four times during the service, 
symbolizing the fourfold promise of redemption. 


CUP OF ELIJAH: A special goblet of wine is placed on the table 
toward the end of the service when the door is opened and 
left ajar for the “coming of Elijah,” the coming of a more 
just and perfect world for all mankind.

Gefilte Fish, Beet Colored Horseradish for sauce

Roast or Broiled Chicken 
Carrots, Green Beans, Asparagus

Tea—Wine

Grate the pared apples or put through food chopper together 
with nuts.

A little of it is placed on a bit of Matzo during the 
Seder ceremonial and passed to each participant around the table. 
Be sure to prepare Charosis at least an hour in advance.

Last May, my husband and I were inspired 
by your article on the Sabbath kiddush service 
in your home, to begin a service of our own 
for us and our children. We asked you to re- 
print the form you follow and we have been 
using it ever since. 


We thought you might like to know how 
it is working out in our home. Our situation 
was complicated by the fact that one of our 
daughters is 14 and the other 9, a little past 
the age when we could merely say: “From 
now on, Sabbath will be observed thus and so 
in our home. “Our girls were puzzled and a 
bit embarrassed by the new ritual. But their 
father performed the ceremony with such ob- 
vious enjoyment, that they participated en- 
thusiastically for his sake at first. Soon, it was 
obvious they were enjoying the kiddush for 
its own sake. 


When we introduced the kiddush we did not 
realize how far it would lead us. It was to

to break up the pleasant family feeling engen- 
dered by our kiddush and songs, and when my 
husband suggested our going to late Friday 
evening services at the neighborhood temple, 
one evening, we all went together.

‘Now, Friday nights have a set pattern. The 
girls are always home in time for candle light- 
ing and setting the Sabbath table. We have 
our kiddush and a traditional Sabbath meal. 
I even wrote my mother for her gefilte fish 
recipe. Then we go to Temple together, and 
come home early enough for an hour of pleasant 
family talk with the oldest girl. No rush, no 
hustle.

Beat eggs and fat in a deep bowl. Add water, salt and stir in 
matzo meal to form a thick batter. Chill in refrigerator. To form 
the Knaidlach, dip the palms of both hands in cold water and shape 
the mixture into balls the size of walnuts. Drop one by one into 
rapidly boiling salted water. Cover and cook 20 minutes. Drain or 
skim out individually. Serve with hot soup. 

Variation 1: Add 2 tablespoons minced parsley to the mixture. 
Variation 2: Add % cup hot mashed potatoes, with or without pars- 
ley. 


2 eggs 


Drop Knaidlach 

2 eggs beaten separately 

%4 teaspoon salt 

4% cup matzo meal 

Combine in the order given and beat vigorously, Iset stand 10 

minutes. Drop from the tip of a spoon directly into rapidly boiling 
strained soup and cook over reduced heat 20 minutes to permit 
the knaidlach to expand.

The Editor's Chair, 
The note from a reader want- 
ing to know what happened to 
our sports page warrants an an- 
swer. The page of sports was 
eliminated when the size of The 
Post (national edition) was re- 
duced from 16 to 12 pages. 

You readers will not know the 
heartache when for the first time 
we were forced to make a step 
backwards. Along with the sports 
page, which was edited by faith- 
ful Lou Berliner, of the sports de- 
partment of tHe Columbus (0O.) 
Post Dispatch, also went such 
features as the Bible story car- 
4Aoon, “This Week in Jewish His- 
tory,” and, of course, the space 
for extra news. 


Production costs for all news- 
papers have risen, as have salar- 
jes, mailing costs, etc., and be- 
cause our income from adver- 
tising and circulation has not 
kept pace, we were forced to re- 
duce the size of the paper. This 
is not altogether accurate, be 
eause our income from these two 
departments is way up, but we 
spent so much money in develop- 
ing the national edition that 
there are debts incurred which 
must be taken care of. 


But of enthusiasm and ideas 
we still have an overflow. Many 
local Anglo-Jewish papers have 
adopted ideas in their own col- 
umns first pioneered by us, but 
you should see what we still have 
im store as soon as we get the 
wherewithal to make them pos- 
sible. For instance, a magazine 
section weekly, or—an idea less 
pretentious—a column for our 
women’s page in which the acti- 
vities of prominent Jewish wom- 
en and families will be mirrored. 
Then we're still hoping to get real 
news from Hollywood, and our 
own Broadway column, and one 
on radio too. As to the serious 
side of the editorial department, 
we want our “This Week in Jew- 
ish History” back and our ’Jew- 
ish Oddities,”,” plus some other 
features that will add to the pen- 
chant of The Post for stirring up 
discussion. 


But all this depends, depends 
on how much new national adver- 
tising we can‘sell, how much that 
we have now that we can keep. 

When we landed the Milgrim’s 
account—one of the most exclu- 
sive women’s shops in the world 
—we created a stir. Now Mil- 
grim’s will advertise in The Post 
until an atomic bomb drops on 
New York, if—The if is in con- 
nection with results.~ Suppose 
only one (I hope it’s many more) 
of our readers in New York who 
have written us about how grand 
our paper is were to decide that 
writing a letter, nice as that is, 
is not enough, and to buy a dress 
there, being sure to mention The 
Post. That one sale would get 
to Mr. Milgrim—sales people usu- 
ally report when a customer at- 
| tributes a sale to a certain paper 
‘- y and he’d be’ proud of his z06o0d 
judgment in selecting The Post 
as one of his advertising media, 


' 











What it would mean for The 
Post is obvious. Not only would 
Milgrim’s continue their advertis- 
ing, but other similar shops 
would begin to give serious con- 
sideration to buying space with 
us. 

I use the example of Milgrim’s 
because it’s an outstanding exam- 
ple of a shop in its class. But any 
of the other advertisers in The 
Post would react exactly the 
same way. So it’s up to you, Pat- 
ronize these advertisers, let them 
know why, and you'll be doing 
us such a big favor. 

As influential in the American 
Jewish community is as The Post 
today, it seems a great pity that 
we are prevented from going 
ahead full steam in developing a 
publication that would be able to 
reflect and create such Jewish 
public opinion that national or- 
ganizations and agencies would 
no longer be able to go their 
ways ignoring the wants and de- 
mands of the American Jewish 
community. 

In a sensé their holiday would 
be over. Before making a move 
they’d have to consider the reac- 
tion of the American Jewish pub- 
lic. Now there is nowhere in 
print in the United States where 
independent Jewish public opin- 
ion can be created. The Yiddish 
papers do it and do it beautifully, 
but the national Jewish month- 
lies, not only are supported by or- 
ganizations, but come out too 
long after events to be much 
more than a weak deterrent. The 
answer is an Anglo-Jewish week- 
ly with a circulation over 100,000. 

The second is a man born with 
the spark of greatness, a writer 
who has with single strokes of 
his magical pen almost dwarfed 
That is our.~goal. Some people 
seem to think The Post _ pro- 
gressed enough in the past few 
years to warrant their confidence 
as being able to fill the need.“On- 
ly time will tell, and meanwhile 
we solicit your continued support.

Following 
the Torah readings, she renders 
the Haftorah, chanting the bless- 
ings and reading prophetic selec- 
tions of her own choice, picked 
because they are meaningful and 
of personal importance to her. 

The celebrant may be garbed 
in white and carry flowers if it 
is desired. In general the occa- 
sion is one of great beauty and 
dignity, significance and rejoic- 
ing, for it marks the acceptance 
by a young Jewess of her indi- 
vidual responsibilities toward her 
people.—-Park Avenue Synagogue 
Bulletin.

Sermon of The Week: “Why 
Some Jews Hate Jews’”—Rabbi 
Felix A. Levy, Emanuel Congre-

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Bring This Question To Civic Defense Agencies, NCRAC 


OW that it is pretty clear that statements 

of the American Council for Judaism are 
being construed as impugning the loyalty of 
Zionists to the United States, it would seem 
that the danger point has been passed in the 
fight between the Zionists and the anti-Zionists. 
Nor have the Zionists been without blame in 
the controversy. Their official public statements 
too lend themselves to interpretations danger- 
ous to the position of the Jewish group in the 
United States. 

In Louisville the Zionist Emergency Council 
is considering placing a charge before the civic- 
defense agencies against the Council following 
the appearance there of Lessing Rosenwald and 
Sidney Wallach. Statements made to the press, 
the Louisville Zionists claim, repeat the charge 
that Zionists cannot be loyal citizens of the 
United States. 

The National Community Relations Advis 


ory Council should go into action at once, in 
stead of skirting the problem, for here are im. 
plications more serious than many of the prob. 
lems which are discussed for hours and days 
by that body. 


When the Zionist ads urging Jews not to vote 
for the Democratic candidate appeared just 
prior to the election last year, the NCRAC took 
up the question. The damage had already been 
done, and the NCRAC refused to touch the hot 
question except to receive some vague assur- 
ances that the advertisements would not be 
repeated. 


If nothing else, the Louisville Zionists should 


proceed with their action, so that the civic de. 
fense agencies and the NCRAC will have be. 
fore it an official protest, and will be forced 
to do something despite the explosive nature 
of the problem. 


The Examiner’s Fight Against The A.D.L. And Committee 


oie vigorous editorial protest of The Jew- 
ish Examiner against the inclusion of the 
four new agencies into the 1947 New York 
United Jewish Appeal drive for $65,000,000 evi- 
dently stems from that paper’s dislike for what 
it has called the shah-shah policies of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai Brith and the 
American Jewish Committee. 


The Post too has criticized the ADL and the 
Committee’s civic defense activities for failure 
to understand that the Jews of the United 
States long ago passed the point where 
they were willing to sit by as second 
class citizens and see their rights, one by 
one, taken away eihter by direct action or 
by attrition. But this is not true today and the 
ADL under the guidance of Judge Steinbrink, 
especially in the East has been vigorous and 
militant in its demands for equality for the 
Jewish group. The American Jewish Commit- 
tee, too, although it is still somewhat behind 
the A.D.L., has changed, and no longer can be 
charged successfully with a shah-shah policy. 


But the Examiner charges that funds raised 
on the basis of the need in Europe and Pales- 
tine are diverted to these other agencies and 
that this is perpetrating a fraud on the givers. 

Herein The Examiner should examine the 
facts. In all local communities, local needs and 


the needs of domestic agencies are included in ° 


one annual drive. Yet, the appeal in this drive 
is not that the local Talmud Torah receives a 
subvention, or the civic defense agencies, which 
also receive th@r local funds from this same 
drive, but the stricken DPs still in camps in 
Europe. 

There is still some room for argument 
whether these joint drives do not permit many 


to escape some of their responsibilities, but the 


advantages of a yearly drive are such that 
there will probably never be a return to the 
situation where each agency conducted its own 
campaign with the concomittant excess waste 
and high campaign expense, not to mention 
the waste in manpower and energy. 

So that the inclusion of the four agencies 
which The Examiner is protesting is a move 
in the right direction. 

If The Examiner wishes to carry on its fight 
against the A.D.L. and the American Jewish 
Committee, it still will find grounds to support 
its contentions and many who will agree with 
it, but including these agencies in a united 
drive is a forward step. Other New York 
agencies whose drives cause the confusion in 
fund raising now existent there, should be in- 
cluded in the yearly campaign, and as The Post 
understands, negotiations to that effect are still 
underway. i 


Milwaukee Plan Doesn’t Seem Right 


E POST cannot agree with the Milwau- 

kee Jewish Chronicle or The Community 

Council Commentator of Jacksonville, Fla., 

that the Milwaukee plan, outlined below, is an 

even partial solution to a perplexing, but not 
serious, problem, 

The problem is in connection with local 
Jewish news in the daily papers. 

Here is the Milwaukee plan, published in The 
Chronicle: 

“Each organization is assigned a limited 
number of releases it can give to the daily 
newspapers during any season. This is 
based on its size, the number of auxiliary 
groups or chapters and the scope of the 
organization—whether it is international, 
national or local. 

“Instead of rushing willy-nilly to the 
papers with releases hot off the typewriters, 
the publicity chairmen will submit their 
stories to Mrs. Sol Forman, who has been 
named publicity coordinator for the Fed- 
eration.” 

B. C. Tousman, The Chronicle’s editor, terms 
the plan “in ‘the best tradition of American 
democracy,” and says it “will depend for its 
execution not on any coercion from above.” 
To The Post the plan seems to represent a 
control which not only is not likely to work 


but which also seems to embody elements 
of fascism. 

Of course, the need for such a plan in Mik 
waukee or any other Jewish community stems 
from an abuse of the willingness of the local 
daily papers to accommodate its readers. As a 
result, not the largest or most important Jew- 
ish organization, but the one with the most 
active publicity chairman, gets the most pub 
licity. 

A point might be made that the daily press is 
used so extensively because the local Anglo 
Jewish paper does not reach a wide Jewish 
audience. But the Milwaukee Jewish Chronicle 
is one of the strongest local Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers. 

The problem can best be solved by education. 
The Post is unwilling to believe that a com- 
munity which can raise $1,000,000 (1946) for 
the U.J.A., can’t secure from presidents of all 
its organizations their co-operation in a self- 
assumed plan to limit their releases for daily 
papers. Five or ten years ago, maybe, such 
a plan would have failed, but Jewish organiza 
tions have matured fast in the past few years 
and certainly understand that they have a re 
sponsibility, not alone to their own group, but 
also to the Jewish community at large. 


That Report On The F uture Organization Of The Conference 


HE U.S. Jewish community will await 

with interest publication of the report of 

the committee on future organization of the 
American Jewish Conference. 

Having refused the Jewish community ade- 
quate opportunity to present its views on what 
kind of conference it wanted the conference 
may find itself in for a few bad moments 
when the contents of the report are divulged. 





The report will be publicized, we are told, 
soon after the 30-day period allotted to the 
committee to revise some minor points, but

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NO CHANCE FOR JIR-HUC MERGER 
SAYS RABBI KAMSLER, TELLS WHY 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

Along with a whole lot of other 
Alumni of the Jewish Institute 
of Religion, (you seem to number 
an amazingly higher percentage 
of us among your readers) I’m 
curious as to the authorship of 
the editorial in your ‘issue of 
March 14—the one entitled 
“what About Merger of J.I.R. 
and H.U.C.?” 

I.do not know whether or net 
you were present at the 25th An- 
niversary Dinner of the Institute, 
put all who were there heard a 
steady procession of denials— 
_from the Chairman of the 
Board, from the Dean of the 
Faculty, from the Alumni and 
finally from Dr. Wise himself 
that any such action was con- 
templated now or in the future, 
unless as Dr. Wise playfully sug- 
gested on the basis of an accept- 
ance by H.U.C. of the principles 
of the J.LR. 


The very basis of the founda- 
tion of the Institute, a matter on 
which I ‘took occasion to write 
you previously, would preclude 
any other possibility. I take par- 
ticular exception to two state- 
ments in the second paragraph of 
your editorial. “The advantages 
to be gained by such a merger 
are universally acknowledged.” 
and “The alumni of the two sem- 
inaries are already united in the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis.” 


As to the first, the large body 
of Conservative and Orthodox 
graduates of the Institute by no 
means acknowledge any such 
situation. Those who are serving 
Conservative and Orthodox pul- 
pits as well as those of us who 


minister to whole communities 
whose sectarianism ebbs as we 
evolve an American Judaism, are 
far from ready to advocate or 
acknowledge that we belong in 
the Union. It is doing fine work, 
there is no doubt, but we stand 
for something other than Ameri- 
can Reform. 

As for the second statement, 
again there are many of us who 
are not and could not be “united 
in the C.C.A.R.” Some of us are 
members of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly; others follow an ideology 
which would not permit them to 
affiliate with the C.C.A.R., again 
with no intent to cast reflection 
on that august body. 

May I, for the many, many 
JI.R. Alumni who are not 
stamped “Reform” and for those 
who chose to study at the Insti- 
tute rather than at H.U.C. though 
they today serve Reform pulpits, 
quote for you again from the 
words of the Institute’s Founder: 

“The Institute requires no 

commitment of teacher or dis- 
ciple save to communicate and 
master the fundamental and 
historic truths of Jewish life 
and letters. It welcomes stu- 
dents from all groups within 
Jewish life and trains Rabbis 
for service in Reform, Ortho: 
dox and Conservative Congre- 
gations.” 

The Institute, as Dr. Wise re- 
minded all who were present 
Sunday night, was founded to 
serve “Klal Yisroel”—to interpret 
its destiny in terms of a sectarian 
segment of American Judaism is 
to do it a great injustice.

I feel that a simple statement of 
the facts will clarify this matter. 


Mr. Bookin is probably not 
aware that our publications are 
sent to a limited number of in- 
dividuals who have specific affil- 
iations with the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee. Our publications 
go to the 200 members of our 
board of directors, and to the 
members of the National Council, 
the corporate body of the JDC, 
some 8,000 throughout the United 
Statés. We believe we are obli- 
gated to give them an annual re- 
port on our operations and an ac- 
counting of the manner in which 
the funds which they have con- 
tributed have been utilized. It 
is therefore inaccurate to say 
that such mailings go to each and 
every contributor to the United 
Jewish Appeal. 


One can gather from Mr. Book- 
in’s letter that there is a confu- 
sion in his mind between the JDC 
and the UJA mailings. The work 
book he refers to was sent only 
to the JDC board members and 
National Council members. It 
contains our official yearly re 
ports, which were presented to 
our annual meeting in January. 
All publicly supported institu- 
tions and organizations, as well 
as every reputable business con- 
cern, issue such reports on an an- 
nual basis. It is obvious that an 
organization such as the JDC, 
which last year appropriated 58 
million dollars, has the responsi- 
bility to the Jewish community of 
the United States to report what 
it has done with the money it 
contributed. 


The JDC issues only one regu- 
lar publication for general dis- 
tribution to community leaders. 
This is its pocket-sized 12 to 18 
page booklet, “J.D.C. Digest,” 
published ten times a year. 


I think you will recognize the 
importance of correcting this 
misconception to your readers.

a fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain 
daughter of my people!” 


There are also our prominent 
book reviewers parading before 
large organizations, speaking in 
pulpits, writing columns, ete., ali 
supposedly, for the purpose o! 
stimulating interest in worthy 
boeks. Did they take up the cud- 
jel, to any appreciative degree, in 
behalf of the three books? It 
wouldn’t be an exaggerated 
guess to say that these books, as 
well as other similarly import- 
ant documents on literary crea- 
tivity, could be made into best 
sellers, at least in eastern metro- 
politan areas, if our own Jewish 
reading public had preserved one 
hundredth of an ounce of the tra- 
ditional pattern of the “people of 
the book.” As it is ,let’s faee our 
own failures and shortcomings 
rather than bewail the barren~ 
ness of Christian charitableness. 


Incidentally, this business of 
expecting much from our Chris- 
tion brethren is simply utterly 
naivete. Perhaps you should add 
the following to your conclusions 
in the “Editor’s Chair” of March 
7. Since about the beginning of 
the 4th century, a doctrine has 
been unceasingly pounded into 
the believers’ heads, according to

Dear Sir: 

I was shocked to learn from the 
news columns of yesterday’s 
“New York Times” that the ru- 
mors which have been touted 
about in the past few months are 
about to become a reality. I refer 
to the inclusion of the American 
Jewish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defa- 
mtion League and the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency among the 
beneficiaries of the funds now be- 
ing raised by the United Jewish 
Appeal of Greater New York. If 
this is true it is an outrage cry- 
ing to high heaven, and may well 
mark the beginning of the end of 
the tremendous popularity. and 
affectiveness of the U.J.A. 

In all the public appeals, news- 
paper advertisements and an- 
nouncements which the U.J.A. has 
been making, the entire—if not, 
indeed, the sole stress has always 
been laid upon the urgent and 
crying needs of the surviving 
Jewish population in Europe, emi- 
gration into Palestine and the 
work of colonization there. This 
has been my understanding and, 
I am confident, that of practi- 
cally all the other contributors of 
the U.J.A. The new prospective 
“pork-barrel” beneficiaries to the 
fund are of an entirely different 
character and cannot by any 


= stretch. of the imagination come 


under the category of foreign re- 
lief, or similar assistance. It 
would, therefore, appear to be 
gross misrepresentation to in- 
clude them among the beneficiar- 
ies of an appeal for funds which 
are primarily, if not solely in- 
tended and understood by the 
contributors to be, for pressing 
overseas relief. 

Furthermore, there is a con- 
siderable difference of opinion as 
to the merit of these organiza- 
tions. The fact that several of 
them clearly duplicate each 
other’s work at a tremendous and 
wasteful cost to the community, 
would on this ground also appear 
to make them ineligible for in- 
clusion in your appeal and should 
in fact deter them from collect- 
ing larger funds in addition to 
the huge sums which they have 
been receiving from Jewish Wel- 
fare Funds throughout the coun- 
try. 

By including the above organ- 
izations in a drive for funds 
which are intended for relief and 
for the amelioration of condi- 
tions affecting Jews abroad you 
not only expose yourself to the 
charge of misrepresentation but 
you further lay yourself open to 
attack on the ground that you 


.-® are sanctioning huge and extrav- 


agant public relations activities 
and giving approval to competi- 
tion, duplication, conflict of ef- 
forts, which are becoming a 
source of aggravation and lack 
of confidence in Jewish leader- 
ship. 

You included as a beneficiary 
of the present appeal the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency which is con- 
ducted with all the ear-marks of 
a private business (which it is 
for all intents and purposes) and 
which according to the judgment 
of most reputable newspaper 
men is carried on at a tremen- 
dous cost for a service which is 
far from efficient and satisfac- 
tory and which has through the 
vears of its existence signally 
failed to enhance the enlighten- 


ment or the understanding of the 
community. The inclusion of this 
Agency would verge upon the 
scandalous, 


It should be remembered that 
in matters of allocations for dif- 
ferent purposes which are placed 
before Jewish Welfare Funds in 
different , cities of the country 
there is some opportunity pro- 
vided for hearings and the pass- 
ing of judgment on the merits of 
the different organizations seek- 
ing funds. In the present situa- 
tion a number of civic protective 
agencies and other bodies are 
lumped together and entered as 
recipients of funds without any 
method of passing upon the value 
or importance of their work. 

After talking with a umber of 





persons who share my misgiv- 
ings in the matter, I have decided 
that as a contributor and sup- 
porter (together with my wife) 
of the U.J.A., it is my duty to 
write to ask if the above reports 
as to the inclusion of the addi- 
tional organizations a really 
true, and what your oninion is 
as to the merits or ethies of such 
a combination. It is just incredi- 
ble. 

I would also like to ask if it is 
true that the ORT which in effect 
tends to duplicate the essential 
work of the J.D.C., has been in- 
cluded for a very large sum in 
the present campaign.

In 
New York there need only be 
mentioned the name of Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise whose very life 
has been dedicated to this noble 
and worthy cause. The late Rab- 
bis Horace Wolf and Edward L. 
Israel, former chairmen of the 
Commission which I have the 
honor of leading, made notable 
contributions in this field. Rabbi 
F. M. Isserma?t of St. Louis, my 
immediate predecessor as chair- 
man, is a well known figure in 
labor circles. Dr. Abraham Cron- 
bach, professor of Jewish Social 
Studies at the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, has inspired almost a gen- 
eration of rabbinical students to 
concern themselves with the 
problems of labor. 

Many other names could” be 
listed, but it is not my purpose to 
defend the rabbis against Mr. 
Raddock’s criticism. I desire, 
rather, to point out that more 
needs to be done in this area not 
only by rabbis and synagogues, 
but by -Jewish workers them- 
selves, Unfortunately, Jewish 
workers have been “anti-reli- 
gious” traditionally, though hap- 
pily they have lost much of their 
antipathy toward the Synagogue. 
Perhaps we may see a closer re- 
lationship between labor and the 
Synagogue in the future. 


It may be of interest for Mr. 
Raddock and others of your read- 
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ers to know that the Commission 
on Justice and Peace of the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rab- 
bis, in cooperation with the Chi- 
cago Federation of Reform Syna- 
gogues, is planning to conduct an 
“Institute on Judaism, Manage- 
ment and Labor” in Chicago on 
April 20-21.
